The music in the program is from 
historic fiddle traditions, authentic 
songs, stories and customs of six 
generations of the Beersfamily, dat- 
ing back to the American Revi luti n. 

One of the highlights of the sh 
will be the psaltry with its music- 
box tones. Robert Beers has been 
writing music f r the instrument 
since 1954. 

The psaltry was originally con- 
ceived by the Arabic people and later 
developed by the Greeks who devised 
complex bridges, added strings, and 
made a "consonant" mning system. 
Metal strings were developedfor the 
instrument in 1340. 

Another unusual technique in '.he 
program is an ancient fiddle tuned 
In "F." This technique causes the 
fiddle to emit a strange drone which 
helps to set the Beers music apart 
from all other folk group?.

In the past two years, the Registrar's Office has re- 
ceived much praise from the students who were able 
to efficiently complete registration in a minimum amount 
of time due to the program of pre-registration. 

Unfortunately, this is not the case this trimester. 

Friday, students who wished to take a load of six hours 
had to stand in line for an average of two hours. 

In previous years, appointments times were given to 
all students whether they were coming back for the 
third trimester or not. This proved effective for the 
students who did return. 



No appointment times were given this year. This ob- 
viously was the cause of the extremely lengthy lines 
existing outside of Tully Gym. Friday. 

Once inside, the students did not know whereto go or 
what to do. The traditional diagrams of the required 
route to follow were unavailable Friday. Signs stating 
directions were obviously missing. 

New students waited in line with incompleted cards. 
Once up to the front of a line, they were requested to 
fill out the cards much to the irritation of the students 
behind them in line who had to wait the additional time 
while cards were filled out at the registrar's desk. 
Why weren't these students requested to stop out of 
line and return to a desk to fill these cards out properly? 

Another major tie-up occurred at the point in which 
fees were to be paid. There was some question as to 
why one had to stand in one line to only have their cards 
and checks inspected then go to another line to turn the 
checks in. 

Quite obviously, registration was understaffed. Not 
enough people were behind the desks. Never before have 
students heard announced at registration that workers 
were needed. In previous years, students have had to 
sign up to work at registration and they reported in 
advance for a short but necessary period of training. 

Possibly more students registered than expected. The 
question we want to know is why didn't the Registrar's 
Office know how many students to expect and have a 
staff available to take care of this number? This seemed 
to be the question asked by all students who registered 
Friday. It seems that the question was rightfully asked.

Loans For Corps Preperation 



College juniors who wish to use the 
summer before their senior year to 
prepare for post-f;raduation Peace 
Corps service now may borrow iqi to 
$600 to help pay their senior year 
school expenses. 

Loan repayment may be deferred 
until after Peace Corps service has 
been completed. 

The loan program, announced today 
by Peace Corps Director Sargeant 
Shrlver, is the product of an agree- 
ment between United Student Aid 
Fund, Inc. (USA Fund) and the Peace 
Corps Volunteers Fund, a non-pro- 
fit foundation established by the 
Peace Corps National Advisory 
Council. 

Privately funded, the loans are 
guaranteed by USA Fund, a non- 
profit corporation providing loan 
guarantees to students on 700 cam- 
puses, with the participation of more 
than 6,000 banks tliroughout the 
United States. 

The loans are expected to enable 
more third-year college students to 
enroll in the Peace Corps Advanc- 
ed Training Program, a two-phase 
plan tliat provides intensive Peace 
Corps training during the summer

Trainees in the Advanced Training 
Program begin their Peace Corps 
training in June. They receive travel 
allowances to cover transporation to 
and from the training center, and a 
living allowance while training. 

Selection for the AdvancedTralning 
Program is the same as that used 
for all Peace Corps applicants, 
based on an evaluation of the can- 
didate's background as revealed in 
the Peace Corps Questionnaire, 
Placement Test results , and charac- 
ter references. 

Evaluation continues during the 
summer training program, andfinal 
selection is not made until the end 
of the second stage, following college 
graduation. 

Following the eight-week summer 
program, Advanced Training parti- 
cipants return to their regular col- 
lege, where they may continue lan- 
guage study on an individual basis. 
No specific course requirements are 
made.

Students Study 
In Monterrey 

Florida high school and college stu- 
dents will study in Mexico again 
this summer under aprogram spon- 
sored by the [department of Modem 
Languages. 

The participating students will 
study Spanish and other subjects at 
Instituto Technologico deMonterrey 
at Monterrey, Mexico from July 
10 to Aug. 20. 

Undergraduate collie students and 
liigh school juniors and seniors are 
el^ibie to particulate in the pro- 
gram, called the Florida State Uni- 
versity-Monterrey Tech Program. 

A knowledge of Spanish is not re- 
quired, according to Professor He- 
bertu Lacayo, director. 

Cost per student is $350 plus trans- 
portation and pocket money. Group 
transportation by bus will tie pro- 
vided for tliose desiring it.

Building Money Appropriated 



Florida State University today 

celved a grant of $880,000 from the 
U,S. Office of Education toward con- 
struction of a $3,380,000 Social 
Sciences Building. A state aopro- 
priation of $2,500,000 already is 
available for the structure. 

The building, providing classroom, 
office and laboratory space for nine 
social science departments and the 
School of Social Welfare, will be 
erected just west of and across Mag- 
nolia Way from Strozier Library. 

Assistant Business Manager Ray 
Green Jr. said it is expected bids 
will be aslced in August. It will re- 
quire 14 months to build. 

Chairman Malcolm Parsons of the 
Department of Government, who 
heads a building committee which 
has been planning the structure for 
five years, said one wing will have a 
ground floor and six stories. A con- 
nected wing will have a ground aoor 
and two stories. 

The high level wing, at Magnolia 
Way and Call Street, will house the 
Departments of Sociology, Anth- 
ropology and Archaeology, Econo- 
mics, History, Government, Geo- 
graphy and Urban and Regional 
Planning, along with the Institutes 
of Governmental Research and 
Social Research. 

The smaller wing will house the 
School of Social Welfare, with its 
professional instruction and re- 
search In social welfare, social work 
and criminology and correcUons. 
This wing will be connected with 
the taUer wing and extend almost to 
Montgomery Gymnasium. 

Parsons said the building will have 
a grossfloor space of 151,500 square 
feet. It will have 23 general purpose 



dassTooms. two lecture halls, 26 
seminar and conference rooms, 17 
laboi«torles. one special purpose 
library, three graduate reading 
rooms, 166 faculty ofSoes, 32 ad- 
ministrative offices and 82 graduate 
student offices.

The Board of Regents had request- 
ed that the library be given three 
and a half million dollars to be used 
for buying new bo 'ks. 

Student Body President Jim Groot 
showed the committee members re- 
productions of a Student Government 
letter supporting restoration of the 
cut. The letter was sent to over 75 
legislators, said Groot. 

In part the letter states, 'There is 
pr.>bably no better single index to the 
excellence of a university than its 
library. . . 

"The Florida State library rates 
fifty-seventh out of the sixty-four 
academic libraries in the Associa- 
tion of Researc h 1 Ibraries. This is 
a drop from fifty -lifth place in just 
one year." 

Groot told the committee that "the 
money is badly needed to fUl large 
gaps in the library's holdings. 

The Library Committee is made up 
of representatives from the student 
body, library staff and the faculty. 

Functions of the committee Include

The projects were concerned with 
a nvo-way exchange of information 
between the library and students, 
puUic relations for the library and 
voluntary student-faculty woric on 
special Ubrary projects. 



These individuals seemed to feel 
that, far from adopting dw proposal, 
the plan had been dropped for lack 

of feasibility. 

The problems have arisen „ver 
whether to let the Seminole Swim 
Club use the pool even though spon- 
sored by the athletic department, 
and the proposed doubling up of the 
Union pool directorship and an as- 
sistant swimming coach. 

Informal discussion by board mon- 
bers seems to reveal a lack of sym- 
pathy over the club's position when 
the right of FSU students to have 
free use of the pool is In any way 
jeopardized. 

Union officials have also expressed 
doubts over the difficulties caused 
jy literally creating a position (pool 
director and swim coach) that would, 
m effect, be placing an Individual 
in the position of serving two mas- 
ters, the Union and the athletic de- 
partment. 

The problem of finding a man who 
would be competent at both teaching 
swimming and running an Olympic 
size university pool has also raised 
a critical question. 

The situation is now at a standstill 
until Union officials, unaware of the 
swim club's plans, find out if afirm 
commitment has already been ex- 
tended to a potential pool director 
and, should this be the'case, whether 
this Individual, if already hired, 
could be used as an assistant swim- 
ming coach.

Teaching, Graduate Study Top 
Plans Of FSU Spring Graduates 




Graduate . r ajvariced professional 
study runs second to teaching in the 
plans of the 1073 seniors who re- 
ceived a bachelor's degree last 
month. 

The School of Education estimates 
that 449 of the graduates have taken 
teacher training and, based on past 
experience, 98 per cent will do at 
least some teaching. 

Based also on pas; experience, it 
can be expected that 86 per cent 
of the teacher trainees will remain 
in Florida, eight per cent will stay 
nearby in the Southeast, and three r 
four per cent will locate along the 
eastern seaboard. 

Two per cent will go to the Far 
West and less than one per cent will 
go to the Midwest or Southwest. 

.Nearly 300 of the teacher trainees 
are getting degrees in the School of 
Education. Others are getting de- 
grees in the College .f Arts and 
Sciences, School of Music and other 
divisions.

Rooftop Playgrounds May Be Next 



A shonage of space on college 
campuses may move some intra- 
mural athletics to the rooftops, ac- 
cording to a speaker at a nation- 
wide meetuig at FSU recently. 

Ray £. Green Jr., assistant busi- 
ness manager at FSU, which is host 
for a meeting of 100 persons attend- 
ing the 16th annual meeting of the 
National Intramural Association 
said: 

"With 12,000 students, more than 
half , f them men, we need more re- 
creational facilities. Moneyforcon- 
structlon is not the only problem. 

"Space is now at a premium and 
the campus building and development 
committee is casting longing eyes at 
the spacious athletic faculties at the 
west end of the campus. 

"One suggestion has been present- 
ed that some type of athletic facili- 
ties be placed on top of future 
men's dormitories. I personally be- 



lieve that tennis or volleyball courts 
couid tie located on the top of one of 
our present dormitories and should 
be provided n any dormitory which 
has a l^rge flat roof." 

Another speaker. \'aughn Corleyof 
New Mexico State University, re- 
ported on a questionnaire which was 
answered by 71 universities and col- 
leges indicating an increase in intra- 
mural activities. 

Participation ly the students has 
Increased ir. ali i^u: six schools and 
activities offered have Increased 
about 40 per cent. However, Corley 
said, "Most of the intramural direc- 
tors felt that their facilities were 
more adequate to take care of the 
needs and demands of the student 
body in 1955 than they are today. 

"In the highly competitive sports 
and those which help with physical 
fitness such as touch football, bas- 
ketball, tennis and Softball the facili-

Act Now 



Sen. Pete Gibson's bill which would enable FSU to 
create a law school deserves the attention and support 
of every citizen of the State of Florida, both those who 
are members of the 9tate Legislature and those who 
are not. 

A great many senators sponsoredthe bill which passed 
the Senate with an overwhelming majority. The bill is 
currently before a committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

A few facts should be pointed out in regard to the 
proposed legislation. These facts should clear up any 
possible misconceptions allec^dly held by several 
House members. 

First, the law school to be created in Tallahassee 
is not designed to compete with the law center at Gain- 
esville. 

Second, the law school is not a political football or 
political favor: it is an educational need that is recog- 
nized statewide. The State of Florida is either going 
to have to extend the ceiling (now set at 1200), put on 
the enrollment of the University of Florida's already 
overburdened law school or send the hopeful law stu- 
dents out of the state. 

There is no question that it is unwise for the state to 
turn prospective attorneys away when Florida is pres- 
ently below the national norm of the number of lawyers 
per 100,000 people. 

Why have the law school here? 

As Florida Supreme Court Justice B.K. Roberts has 

ably pointed out: 1) All educators agree a law school 
should be created where there already exists a good 
foundation in the arts and sciences; 

2) The "laboratory" aspects of Tallahassee cannot 
be denied-the State Supreme Court, Circuit Court, 
State Law Library and the administrative organs of the 
State itself are among the many facilities available for 
the use of law students; 

3) In Tallahassee, there would be available as guest 
lecturers many of the leading state governmental figures 
and justices. 

4) If the F.AMU law school i? iroing to be phased out 
as planned, the FSU law school could inherit the FAMU 
law library. 

It should be remembered, too. that the bill is not 
asking that an appropriation be made -it is just re- 
cognizing the educational needs for an additional law 
school. 

We cannot wait any longer to have this need satisfied. 
Sen. Gibson, an FSU alum now representing the 10th 
District (Madison and Taylor counties) deserves the

Acceptance Of Women Students 
Stopped In Mid- March: Registrar 

by FAITH VAN ETTEN 

FSU Stopped accepting women's appUcatloiis for next fall before Smith, 
or Vassar, said Associate Re^^rar Willis Caldwell today. 

The quota for women students was filled by mid-March, long before 
the registrar's office expected. This date was only one month later than 
last year, despite a rise from 90Oto 350 in the xvquired score on Florida 
Senior Placement Exams. 

These facts may sound discouraging to borderline prospective stud- 
ents, but Caldwell explained two alternatives for these students to continue 
their education. 

Most of these applicants are given the opportunity to enter in January. 
Very few accept this plan according to Caldwell, but he said his chief 
selling point is tlie trimester sysKm. It allows them to finish their first 
year before the next school year starts. 

A second alternative for applicants not admitted is to further their 
education through junior colleges near tlielr homes. Junior collies have 
become accessible to 80 per cent of the students <rf Florida compared to 
only 20 per cent in 1955. 

Students that transfer from junior colleges have ihe same erade re- 
quirements as students who have completed their first two years at FSU. 

Nearly five thousand people have applied for nextfall's freshman class 
and three thousand requests for applications have been refused. Of tlwse 
applying only 2800 have been acccq|)ced. 

Freshmen men's applications are stlU being accepted, but few openings 
remain. Of the 2800 new students, sf^roximately 15 per cent are from 
out of state. No out of sttte appUcatlofls have been acc^ted 
since February.

What Kept Those Indians Amused? 



What kept the Savannah River 
Indians happy on those daric nights 
long ago when there was no tele- 
vision? 

This Is the question that will send 
an FSU anthropologist and a team 
of nine ?-.udents jsck to an Indian 
site n '.he Savannah River this sum- 
mer. 

The team, iieaded oy Dr. David 
Sutton Phelps, will travel to a loca- 
tion II miles south-southeast of 
Augusta. According to Phelps, there 
is evidence that Indians in this area 
definitely practiced cannibalism. 

On the basis of this evidence the 
National Science Foundation has 
provided a $12,200 grant to finance 
the trip. "This trip," said Phelps, 
"should yield m. re evidence on the 
Savannah occupations than ever be- 
fore." 

Phelps visited the site, a crescent- 
shaped mound 200 by 700 feet, in 
September, 19^3. Three feet under 
the surface wa? f und .i pit of about 
4.5 by 3.5 feet filled wiih black soU. 
Among the pit's contents were a 
number of bones which showed signs 
of being cooked. 

"The ends of about 12 h nes hsve 



been cut," said Phelps, "and most 
show a degree of fragmentation due 
to handling di:ring deposition. The 
pit shows no evidence a fire in 
its interior, and n, : a single fleck 
of charred material was re- 
c ivered." 

"in view of this Inf onnatlon, " said 
Phelps, in describing the findings 
in theOctober, 1964 issue of "Amer- 
ican Antiquity," "one possible In- 
terpretation is that a number of 
human beings, (more than four), of 
variable age were ritually consum- 
ed after proper preparation else- 
where. 

"The remains then were deposited 
along with appropriate offerings." 

The mound, said Phelps last Mon- 
day, Is In many layers, and shows 
that the site was occupied by var- 
ious peoples from about 2,000 B.C. 
to the time of the great Southein 
plantations, a period of about 3 
thousand years. 

The list of equipment for the trip 
Is 20 pages long, and contains such 
Items as drafting equipment, 
brushes, and trowels. 

The team will utilize a laboratory 
In the Augusta Museum, thus pre- 
cludin? the use of tents. Samples 



from the mound will be prepared at 
the site and sent back to the labora- 
tory for funher analysis. 

The team will be at the site from 
June 1 until :he end of August. 

Asked if he foresaw any drawbacks 
facing the team, Phelps answered, 
"No — ^just rain, snakes, and mos- 
quitoes."

Students Give Champion Third Degree

Integration, the job of President of 
FSU, and campus paiUng were 
among the main topics discussed by 
Dr. John Champion In a question 
and answer session Monday. 

Dr. Champion was the first In a 
series of speakers for the union 
forum which will be every Tuesday 
at 4 p.m. in the Browsing Lounge 
of the Union. 

A student panel moderated by Joyce 
Kililan and consisting of panel mem- 
bers Pam Gilstrap and Erik Collins 
took the lead in questioning Champ- 
ion. 

When asked aJ- integrati .t -n 
the FSU campus. Cnatripu i-. iaid :hat 
he was ver%' pleased wi;h the way 
things have gune in the past few 
months and that there had been no 
problems. 

One student brought up the question 
aijout inequality of pay between 
rfegro and white staff on the cam- 
pus. Champion said that he was not 
aware -hat there were different pay 
rates for the same job. 

The university is held to a cenain 
pay increase at this time and is not 
under ;he minimum wage rate, said 
Champi>jn. In manycasespay may be 
lowered because of these reas r.?. 

Collins asked Champion what the 
office of President of FSU entailed 
in general. 

In answer to this question. Champ- 
ion said the president was res- 
ponsible for the image of the uni- 
versity. 



Champion added that the president 
represents every area of tlie uni- 
versity. He is a member of the 
Administrative Council, the Presi- 
dents' Council, and the Faculty 
Senate. 

The president also makes sug- 
gestions to the Board of Regents 
concerning the policies of FSU. 

Champion said it would be inter- 
esting if the students of FSL' could 
see the presidents calendar for just 
one day so that they would know 
exactly how much the job entails. 

Champion also works with tbe 
alumni and frequently makes talks to 
them concerning FSU. He said that 
the most pressing question asked by 
the alumni concern the growth, new 
programs, and developments on the 
campus. 

Another important fact brought up 
ir, the dlscLijsI r. was the need for 
more parking area on and around 
the campus. Champion stated that the 
administration sees tbe need for 
more parking area but at this time 
there is both a short^e of land and 
funds. 

According to the president, the uni- 
versity is situated on 350 acres of 
land at tills time and has been forced 
to grow up instead of out. The Uni- 
versity is trymg to keep as much of 
the green area as possible and the 
available building land is needed 
for academic buildings and dormi- 
tories. 

Champion said that it is hoped that 
there will be parking garages some- 
day and there could possibly t)e park- 



ing on the roofs of tlie iMilldlngs. 

He added that the Ideal solution 
would be to have a seU-sufffclent 
parking garage. 

There was a suggestion made to 
raise the registration fee $10 in 
order to help pay for the needed 
parking facilities. 

Champion pointed out that all raises 
in the fee had to be approved and 
at tills time they are asking that the 
fee be raised to provide for more 
Imponant facilities than parking. 

Another que-:: :. . ;■ ught up con- 
cerned the pr fi; ir.ade oy the vend- 
ing machines situated around the 
campus. Miss Gilstrap asked if the 
money could be used for the dormi- 
tory activities. 

Champion said that the prof Its were 
put into a vending machine account 
under the president of FSU. The 
greatest p. nion i>f this fund is used 
to match NDEA loans made to FSU 
students. 

It also goes to pay for Union con- 
nected luncheons and programs. FSU 
gets no funds for special entert ait. - 
ment like that provided in the dorm?. 

At the end of the discuss In,, 
Champion told about some if the 
campus impru . ements beiii^ made. 

At this time there are six new 
buildings under construction at FSU. 

These six include the geology ad- 
dition, the social science building, 
the chemistry building and tbe new 
infirmary. 

Champion said that FSU has re- 
quested $29 million from the leg- 
islature for improvements

Says Registrar

'There is no advantage to the sum- 
mer trimester," said Dr. Murray 
Kenna, the University Registrar. 

"The trimester system is not at- 
tracting more people and any growth 
In attendance Is attributed to normal 
growth of the University. 

"The variety of classes which may 
be offered is not superior to those 
offered under the semester sys- 
tem, " he continued. 
Also Kenna stated that he w uld 
rather have Just the split trimester 
composed of UI-A and UI-B than 
those two divisions coupled with tri- 
mester III which nins through the 
entire summer. 
The reason forthis is that the paper 
work uicreases drasticaUy on a sys- 
tem such as we now have. As soon 
as we were placed on the trimester 
system, the work in the Registrar's 
office Increased by 30%, he sakl. 
At present, 5,277 students have re- 
gistered for trimester III. The total 
incUides 2,952 men and 2,325 
women. 

Almost a third of those registered 
are graduate students. Of a total of 
1,469 graduate ?;uden:s, 1,043 are 
, , L . rrer. jn.i -i^' are a ri.er..

Lacking: Survey 

The laundry at Alumni Village was 
shown to be inadequate in facilities 
and maintenance In a survey headed 
by Student Senator Joe Hartley.

Geography Dept. Gets Grant ; 
Summer Teacher Institute Set 



Under a new grant of $56,200 FSU 
will have a summer institute for up- 
per elementary and junior high 
school teachers of geography June 
21-Aug. 13. 

The funds are from the National 
Defense Education Act as revised 
last year to provide for history and 
geography institutes. 

WUliam R. Brueckheimer, chair- 
man of the dept. of geography, will 
be director of the Institute. J. R. 
Skreeting, head of the Social 
Studies Education dept., will be as- 
sociate director. 

The FSU program has been de- 
signed for thirty participants. Ob- 
jective of the eight-week institute 
is to help teachers who need addi- 
tional background in geography. 

The institute will provide Intensive 
training in the nature of geography, 
the elements of systematic geo- 
graphy and case studies in regional 
geography, Brueckheimer said. 

"Unfortunately, only a very small 
proportion of the teachers of geo- 
graphy in Florida, the Southeastern 
United States or in the United States 
as a whole have the background and 
training to teach geography effect- 



ively and adequatdy," Brueck- 

heimer said. 

"This is true of teachers in grades 
four through six as well as pros- 
pective teachers of the new ninth 
grade course. Inthe state of Florida, 
for example, certification standards 
do not require any work in geo- 
graphy for elementary certification. 

"On the secondary level only six 
hours of geography are now required 
for students seeking certification as 
social studies teachers: 



"In addition, certification does not 
recognize geography as a primary 
field for cratiflcation at the present 
time. The number of geography 
teachers, therefore, who have had 
more than six or nine hours of geo- 
graphy is small indeed, if not al- 
most infinitesimal." 

Serving on the teaching staff will 
be Eugene C. Kirchherr, associate 
professor of geogrsphy. Western 
Michigan University; Edward A. 
Femald, assistant professor of edu- 
cation at FSU; and Gifford G. Hale, 
professor of sodal studies educa- 
tion.

Adult Illiterates Subject Of FSU Study

Teaching an estimated 400 thous- 
and illiterates in Florida is the 
subject of study for 20 students in 
a class, first of the kind in the state, 
which has just gotten underway here 
this week. 

Teaching adults is probably more 
difficult than teaching children, ac- 
cording to Edwin H. Smith, the in- 
structor. BUtteachlngadultswhoare 



will devote some time to teaching 
their students how to read aregular 
newspaper and how to write and put 
together a class newspaper," he 
said. 

The 20 students in the course, which 
is jointly offered by the Mennentary 
Education and .\duit tducation de- 
partments, include a doctoral can-

A student body is difficult to re- 
cruit, failure to learn frequently 
means a student will leave class and 
never come back. 

"The self-concepts of these people 
are so badly damaged that they are 
suspicious of people trying to help 
them," he said. 

The course work goes into methods, 
materials and approaches used to 
reach illiterate students. Diagnostic 
methods are used to determine such 
considerations as whether proac- 
tive readers have the ability to 
learn the basic concepts of mathe- 
matics, English and social studies. 
Students launch themselves on a 
reading interest in such fields; and 
problems of programming material 
for self- study. 

Dr. Smith said it is hoped and ex- 
pected that programmed courses 
shortly will be available with which 
illiterates, given a start toward use 
of the printed word, will be able to 
teach themselves. 

The estimate of 400 thousand func- 
tional illiterates in Florida was 
made by Smith, who bases the figure 
on the number of persons, as shown 
by the 1960 census, who reported 
they had never completed the seven- 
th grade. 
Completion of the seventh grade 
now is used to describe iunctional 
illiteracy instead of completion of 
the fifth, which has been used In the 
past. 

The best of all tests of literacy, 
said Smith, is abUiry to read a 
newspaper. 'The newspaper, more- 
over, is one of the best educational 
tools there is, and the students 
learning to teach literacy education 



literacy problem several times as 
big as this country's. 
There is a tremendous shortage of 
teacher? trained in literacy educa- 
tion, said Smidi. This shortage 



exists at a time, moreover, when 
the federal government particularly 
is showing increasing concern about 
Illiteracy. 

The Poverty Program, among 
others, has illiteracy as a primary 
concern. Smith said that Florida 
anticipates receiving about half a 
million federal dollars during the 
next fiscal year and twice as much 
the following year for adult basic 
education, which is primarily lit- 
eracy education. 
Smith has been concerned with 
teaching reading to adults for sev- 
eral years.

.is explained by M. A. Melvin, professor of physics, who developed 

the model of the field. 

Astro-Physicists Now Studying 
Dr. Melvin's Magnetic Universe' 



"Melvln's Magnetic Universe." a 
cylinder-shaped configuration of 
magnetic lines of force, is receiving 

much attention by theoretical astro- 
physicists 

The mode! universe was developed 
by FSU Physics Prof. M. A. Melvin 
and is l^ing used in the attempt to 
explain the powerful heavenly radi- 
ations called "quasars." 

Most scientists now ttiink tliese 
"quasars," representing ratiations 
of energy far greater than anything 
ever observed before in the heavens 
and coming from as far as 10 billion 
light years away, are from the "gra- 
vitational collapse" of a super-star, 
equivalent In mass to one hundred 
million suns. 

To explain why such a collapse, or 
imploskin, uf a star can be respon- 
sible for continuous radiation of en- 
ergy, rather than a bri^ burst as 
when a balloon is popped, some sta- 
bilizing or delaying force must be 
assumed to be at work. 

Through the study of Melvin's 
"magnetic universe" magnetism 
has been demonstrated theoretically 
lo be such a stabilizing force, slow- 
ing down and possible even prevent- 
ing gravitational collapse in its final 
stages. 

Gravitational collapse, Melvin ex- 
plained. Is an occurrence predicted 



by Einstein's theory of relativity. 
As a laige object contracts, its 
internal pressure, and tlierefore its 
effective gravitational mass, be- 
comes greater. 
The gravitational pull ' n rsclf in- 
creases to a point where the L^oject 
goes Into a spasm and collapses in- 
wardly, resulting in the release of 
an enonnous amount of energy. 

Because of the tremendous amount 
of energy released by the quasars, 
radiating at a rate one hundred 
times greater than the brightest gal- 
axies, gravitational collapse of a 
super star having a mass some hun- 
dred million times that of our 
own sim has been posed as an ex- 
planation of these quasars. 

About SO quasars, some as far as 10 
billion light years away, have been 
disco ver«l. 

One of the difficulties of this ex- 
planation, Melvin said, is that the 
time scale is much too short accord- 
ing to present theories of splierically 
symmetric gravitational collapse 
without magnetic fields. 

Little energy is released in 
gravitational collapse until the den- 
sity becomes very iiigh and ttien a 
great deal Is released within a very 
short time.

The childhood In Poetry CoUection 
was considered a "gold mine"when 
it was given to Strozier Library, 
but it has proved more like "mon- 
ey In the bank." 

The iriginal collection of 5.1 1 1 vol- 
umes has gr.'wn to approximately 
double this number in the last five 
years. 

John McKay Shaw, a retired .\. T 
Si T. execuUve from New York City, 
built up the unusual coUection over 
a 30-year period of diligent search- 
ing, gave the collection to FSU in 
1960 and since then has been at 
work catai'.ging it. dne good clue 
to the present size is that he cata- 
loged the 7,0-5 book this week, in 
the middle of the letter S { the 
authorcatalog.lt contuns thefirst 
book printing of English and .Ameri- 
can pr ems relating to chUdhood. 

Many if not most of the books are 
first editions. The collection there- 
fore is of special Interest to rare 
book fans. 

Graduate students and others do- 
ing research with -he Uectl -nfind 
added zest by te:;.,; •. examine 
fine books as they were riglnally 
issued, and sometimes in several 
slightly different editions. Scholars 
always want the current issue of a 
book, if possible. 

A real prize among rare books has 
just been acquired for the coUec- 



tion which is housed in the base 
ment of the Library. 

A first edition of "A Book of Non- 
sense " by Edward Lear, the Ei^lish 
anist who first popularized the lim- 
erick more than a century ago and 
whose nonsense poems stUl are found 
in most anthologies of chUdren's 
verse, was added. 
The collection already had one very 
rare edition of the p- pular ".Non- 
sense Book," thefirsi American ed- 
ition, published in PhUadelphia in 
1863. 

So far as Shaw knows only the Lib- 
rary of Congress and University of 
California have this edition. He spot- 
ted the first English edition on an 
English bo..kseller's list, and with 
funds made available by Friends .f 
the Library a purchase order was 
promptly cabled. 

Lear, a landscape painter who lived 
from 1812 to 1888, was engaged as 
a youi^ man to make drawings of 
the birds in the private zoo of the 
Earl of Derby. During off tours he 
entenatned the numerous children 
in the household with funny draw- 
ings and limericks. 
Drawings and limericks were pu: 
together and published m ".a B .ok 
of Nonsense" in 1846 and it im- 
mediately became popular over the 
English-speaking world. Although 
Lear did not invent the limerick he 



started the practice, which has c :.- 
tinued to this day, of writing and 
editing them Shaw said. 
Here's one of Lear's: 
There was an old man of Calcuna, 
Who perpetually ate bread andbut- 
ter: 

Till a great bit .1 m.uffin 
On which he was stuffing. 
Choked that hi rrtd t id man of Cal- 

eut: 

Shaw said he cor..siders some of 
the most important l k; in the 
coUection to be the estimated one 
thousand bound volumes of chUd- 
ren's periodicals. 

One could hardly study the famUy 
life, literature, culture, or educa- 
tion of the 19th century in Britain 
and America without giving con- 
sideration to the children's period- 
icals which were so important durii^ 
this time said Shaw. 

As a boy In Scotland Shaw recalls 
his own fascination with the stories, 
poetry, Ulustrations and how-to-do- 
it instructions in a British monthly 
called "The Boy s Own Paper!'

Understatement 

Student Body President Jim Grcot made somewhat of 
an understatement in his State of the Campus Address 
to the Summer Legislative Council Wednesday night. 

After outlining numerous activities already com- 
pleted this summer along with extensive plans and 
study committees for the remainder of the summer, 
Groot stated "The above mentioned activities combin- 
ed with the regular duties incurred in the executive 
office give indications that this will be a busy summer 
for Student Government." 

Undoubtedly if the plans as outlined are carried out 
(and this, of course, remains to be seen) Student Gov- 
ernment will have one of the busiest summers in FSU 
history. 

Among 12 special executive study committees listed 
by Groot, several are directly concerned with evalua- 
tion of existing SO programs and policies. If the com- 
mittees function properly, we would urge the Legislative 
Council this summer and Senate in the fall to not take 
lightly the findings of these committees. 

Another major part of Groot' s speech dealt with nine 
legislative proposals. Although the Legislative Council 
can only make recommendations and draft legislation 
for Senate action in the fall, the unhurried atmosphere 
of the third trimester seems like a good opportunity 
for deeply probing matters which are often given too 
little concern and attention tjy Senate in the rat-race of 
the fall and spring trimesters. 

We would therefore urge the Council to scrutinize 
closely Mr. Groot' s proposals. 

The President closed his address with an appeal to 

the Council members to help "erase the misunder- 
standings and confusion that exists in the minds of the 

students about. . .Student Government. 

"Let us join hands, if not eagerly, at least sincerely, 
and forge ahead doing those things we have sworn to, 
those things which will benefit our students, our Uni- 
versity and our state." 

President Groot's words were eloquent, his actions 
durii^ his first month in office commendable. It re- 
mains to be seen, however, whether even a politician 
of Mr. Groot's demonstrated ability can carry out some 
of the more grandiose schemes proposed by a long 
string of past student body presidents and re-proposed 
by Mr. Groot Wednesday night. 

Good start, Mr. Groot, but we aren't convinced quite 
yet. We shall be watching to see if these "brave words" 
are followed by "brave deeds."

Dim lights, soft music, and se- 
cluded booths will give an informal 
atmosphere to the new campus re- 
creation center to be conqileted by 
January. 

The center, named the FSU 'Rath- 
skeller,' will be a recreation room 
to take the place of the old Student 
Center where students would go to 
talk, dance, play ping pong or cards 
or just relax, said Harry P. Day, 
dean of students. 

The 'Rathskeller' will be located 
in the bombshelter under the Uni- 
versity Union Cafeteria. 

The idea of converting tjbe bomb- 
shelter Into a 'Rathritdler' or^ 
gloated about four years ago. At that 
time there were no fiinds available 
so the idea was put aside until a 
later date. 

Some surplus money was found in a 
landscaping fund fcr the Union last 
year. A committee of Union Board 
members including Patsy Bumham, 
Margaret DeHoff and Jean Norman 
set up definite plans for die center 
and a plea was made for additional 
money. 

Twenty thousand dollars were ap- 
propriated from state funds for the 
project. Ralph Hurst, of the Arts 
Education Dept., designer of the 
Faculty Qub, was adced to wort: on 
plans. 

Under Hurst'splansthe area will be 
divided into two storage areas for the 
food services. 



The third area will be a dining room 
for the football players. The athletic 
dining room is presently located 
above the Seminole Club CafeKria. 

The fourth area is the actutf re- 
creation room. 

Each dancing area will have an 
overhead speaker from the juke box 
located by the door. 

The speakers can be turned on and 
off individually so if only a few stu- 
dents are dancing, the music will 
not be loud anywhere excqpt inibeir 
area. 

A few tables will be placed along 



the edge of the room. Round boodis 
will occupy the middle. 

The booths are semi-enclosed with 
bamboo slats for privacy. They will 
seat about 10 people if necessary, 
and are movable If more da n ci n g 
space is needed. 

The ceiling and floor will be paint- 
ed dark cqlors with soft lighting 
from behind wall panels. The Rath- 
skeller wOl hold about 60 couples. 

The Union Program Committee is 
m charge of entertainment and they 
hope to have combo parties atid folk- 
singing, said Tommy Garwood com- 
mittee chairman.

Iron 'Tonic May Be Red Tide Cause 



Heavy rains, swollen coastal 
streams and the chemicals they car- 
ry to the sea, causing iron in die 
water to become soluble, axe view- 
ed with increasing su^idon as oon- 
trihutine to the occasional summer 
"M,( :tis" of red tide which de»- 
tro\ rriilUons of fish along Florida's 
West coast. 

A chemical which is the same one 
fed in combination with Iron to 
azaleas to cure them of chlorosis 
is the culprit which has been singled 
out in the laboratory of Florida State 
Lniversiti- oceanogr^her William 
b. iS Uson. It is a chelating chem- 
ical which converts such trace ele- 
ments as iron into soluble form. 

For a year and a half Wilson, work- 
ing in the Oceanographic Institute, 
has been inoculating samples of sea 
water with the red tide organism, 
Gymnodinlum breve. 
He has experimented with 20 dif- 
ferent chemicals or combinations of 
chemicals to determine which are 
most effective for survival and 
growth under ideal conditions of 
temperature and light. 

The experiments are part of a 
broad-scale attack on the red tide 
problem. It is conducted by the Board 
of Conservation under its director 
of research. Robert Ingle, with a 
$125,000 a year appropriation pro- 
vided by the 1963 legislature. 

The chemicals all have been assoc- 
iated with red tide in previous re- 
search but Wilson's study showed a 
chelating chemical called LI jTA was 
far and away the most important for 
survival of the organism. 
Samples of sea water Inoculated 
from red tide cultures in an FSU 
latwratory showed an 85 per cent 
survival rate of the organism when 
supplied EDTA, he said, while sam- 
ples supplied both EDTA and iron 
had a survival rate of 90 per cent. 
Most of the other chemicals or 
combinations resiJtej i:: less than 
30 per cent survival. Organisms 
given EDTA subsequently grew most 
rapidly when supplied nitrogen and 
phosphorus. 

Sea water is low in soluble iron. 



said Wilson, so any chelating chem- 
ical which enables the iron in sea 
water to become and remain soluble 
makes the iron avaUaUe to an or- 
ganism like Oymnodinium breve. 
Photosynthetlc organisms such as 
the red tide organisms are known, 
moreover, to require ircn.
